He got the n od last week from Presid en t 
T r um a n who has fin ally agreed to all-out con ­ 
trols. 
Previously the Presid en t had gon e alon g with 
th e

Reserve 
board , 
which 
ad vised 
again st puttin g the econ omy in a govern men t 
strait jacket. The board argued that in d irect 
con trols, such as higher taxes an d restriction s 
on con sumers an d ban k cred its, would eve n t­ 
ually curb in flation . These in d irect method s, 
however, have failed to hold d own prices. 
* 
At the same time, a shake -up in the mobiliza­ 
tion h igh-com m an d m ay also accompan y the 
n e w con trols. For example, Wilson m akes n o 
secret aroun d his office that he hopes to get 
rid of Price A d m in istrator Mike DiSalle an d 
DiSalle d oesn ’t try to con ceal his d istaste for 
Econ omic Stabilization Director Alan Valen tin e. 
All this backbitin g is likely to result in some 
head s rollin g. 
Mean while, across the Potomac in the P en ta­ 
gon , the n ew mun ition s board C hairm an John 
D. Small has been given 90 d ays to straighten 
out the mess he in herited . He took over the rein s 
fri^m H ubert H ow ard after the mun ition s board 
had failed in its assign men t to stockpile strate­ 
gic materials. How^ever, Presid en t T rum a n still 
isn 't satisfied with the board 's progress, an d has 
applied the s p uri to the n e w chairman . 
Industrial Targets 
In the haste to expa n d w a r prod uction , the 
govern m en t is payin g n o atten tion to d ispersal 
b ut is throw in g up n e w factories right w h e re 
tha Russian s can bom b them easiest. The truth 
i.s, 90 per cen t of our n e w plan ts are bein g built 
in in d ustrial areas th at are alread y templin g 
targets. 
Of approxim ately 80 d efen se plan ts n ow a p ­ 
proved for con struction , 18 are located in P e n n ­ 
sylvan ia’s in d ustrial heartlan d . The rest will be 
built in the prod uction cen ters of Ohio, Michi­ 
gan , 
A labama, 
Illin ois, 
Ken tucky, 
Californ ia, 
M arylan d an d Con n ecticut. 
In other word s, in stead of scatterin g these 
factories a roun d the coun try, the govern m en t 
is con cen tratin g them in big cities such as P itts­ 
burgh, Detroit, Birm in gham , Chi^jago an d Los 
An geles. This n ot on ly m akes our d efen se facil- 
itie.s m ore vuln erable, but ad d s to the housin g, 
tran sportation an d ed ucation al problems of these 
overcrowd ed cen ters. 
Techn ically, the n e w plan ts will n ot be built 
by the govern m en t but by private compan ies. 
However, the govern m en t has a powerful say-so 
through its certification system. This is han d led 
by the Nation al Security Resources board , which 
issues certificates of n ecessity for build in g d e­ 
fen se 
plan ts. On ly factories 
that have 
been 
certified by the NSRB are eligible for big tax 
red uction s un d er the d efen se prod uction act. 
Need less to say, this is a powerful lever for 
keepin g the plan t own ers in lin e. However, the 
NSRB, while it has en couraged d ispersal, has 
n ot en forced it. As a result, the own ers are 
build in g 
their 
n ew 
factories 
right 
alon gsid e 
the old . 
It m ay be more costly to build d efen se plan ts 
in remote region s, but it would be safer from 
en em y air attack, hen ce a lot cheaper in the 
lon g run .

On e of the toughest question s facin g the 8 2n d 
Con giess is the reapportion m en t of the House 
of Represen tatives to con form with population 
shifts of the last cen sus. 


It is easy en ough to tran sfer the 14 seats from 
n in e states that gain ed the least in population 
to the states that gain ed the most. However, 
this w o n ’t solve the problem. 
Soon er or later Con gress m ust face the fact 
that the House— the cham ber our foun d in g fathers 
said should be “close” to the people—hasn 't 
g r o un up with the coun try. The first House of 
Represen tatives (17 8 9 -91) had 65 m embers, or 
on e to approxim ately 61.500 people. Tod ay the 
ratio is on e con gressman to approxim ately 346.- 
000 people. 


To u>e a more mod ci ii compai ison . there were 
about 92.000.000 people in the Un ited States 
in 1911 w hen the n um b er of House scats was 
laised to 435. Tod a\ \\c still have 435 House 
members, tn ough the population has grown by 
more than a third . 
Smart, youn g Rep. F ran k Chelf of K en tucky 
d id some straight talkin g on this the other d ay 
to Presid en t T rum a n in a plea for his bill to 
raise House m em bership from 435 to 450.

In fluen za is believed to be spread from person 
to person , most common ly through “ un covered ” 
cough.s an d sn eezes of the sick person when 
d roplets of moisture con tain in g the in fluen za 
virus are sprayed in to the air an d in haled by 
tho.se n ear the patien t. 
Although the acute stage of in fluen za usually 
has a short but severe period of a week or less, 
it often leaves its victim exhausted for several 
d ays.

stren gth, the recuperatin g patien t should rest 
completely before return in g to routin e 
ta.sks 
for as lon g as the d octor thin ks n ecessary. 
At the first sign of .symptoms that m ight mean 
in fluen za, the sick person should go to bed an d 
call the d octor without d elay. The d an gerous 
complication s of in fluen za can u>ually he avoid ed 
if the d octor i.s called in time an d if his ad vice 
is carefully followed . 
Visitors should be kept aw ay from t ’le in ­ 
fluen za patien t, for their own sake as well as 
for the good of the sick person , sin ce the d is­ 
ease is con tagious. IVIoreover, even 
s e e m i n g l y 
healthy vi.vilors can brin g germs in to the sick 
room w hirh might complicate the patien t’s fight 
again st his in fluen za. 
There is n ot yet a specific preven tive again st

While observin g the rules 
of good health d oes n ot guaran tee that in fluen za 
will n ever strike, it lessen s the likelihood of 
con tractin g the d isca.se.

Drastic Speed-up in Congress 


W'orld even ts break fast these d ay.'i, an d our 
m achin ery of govern m en t has to be geared to 
keep pace. 
The U, S. Con gress is tod ay the most imjior- 
tan t n ation al legislature in the world . W hat it 
d oes is avv'aited an xiously in capitals everyw here. 
More than ev’cr in history, it ought to be quickly 
an d efficien tly respon sive to the n eed s of the 
times. 
No on e expects an in stitution to lie 100 pi'r 
cen t efficien t when it is amon g other thin gs a 
forum for d ebate. So lon g as men are mov'ed to 
get to their feet an d speak their piece, there will 
be costly d elays in lawmakin g. But it should be 
possible to keep d ebate within sen sible limits 
an d to get rid of outmod ed , tim e-w astin g tech­ 
n iques of proced ure. 
Con gre.ss m ad e good strid es a few years back. 
It streamlin ed its corn miitce structure in both 
houses, sharply cuttin g the n um b e r of c om m it­ 
tees. In some field s it piovid ed for join t House- 
Sen ate hearin gs to save its own an d g overn ­ 
men tal officials’ valuable time. It lumped all 
appropriation s measures in to a sin gle omn ibus 
bill to give the legislators a pan oram ic view of 
the n ation ’s mon ey situation . It hired more re­ 
search expcits to get better guid an ce in d ra ft­ 
in g laws. 
Yet th e re ’s still a lot to d o, accord in g to the 
men w h o ’ve stud ied the m a ke - up of Con gress 
closely. On e of these, Robert Heller of Clevelan d , 
whose id eas foun d their way in to the most re ­ 
cen t reorgan ization law, tiiin ks several 
more 
chan ges are overd ue.
